While housewives in Great Bri- 
tain are rejoicing that plentiful 
supplies have brought about a re- 
‘| duction in price in almost all ar- 
ticles of food this’ very fact was 
blamed for the present black out- 
look in trade by Mr. Henry

The ingenuity of man, ho’ said, 
appeared to have Warnessed the 
forces of nature too'rapidly for 
the world’s political, economic 
and social development. 

There was a superfluity of 
necessities and luxuries and raw 
materials,

tion far exceeded consumption. 

Aas a result commerce was be- 
set with ‘appalling difficulties, os- 
pecially in Great Britain,

U.S. NAVAL CHANGES 


CRUISER CONTROVERSY 
RESUSCITATED.

Washington, Sept. 17.. 
Admiral Wiliam V. Pratt 
reached Washington -this morn- 
ing and . will immediately take 
over the dutles of Chief of. Naval 
Operations of the United States 
Navy in succession to Admiral 
Charles F, Hughes, whose letter 
of resignation to . President 
Hoover. and the latter’s - reply 
have been ‘published. -The com- 
mand. of the United States Fleet 
held by Admiral Pratt wilt pass 
to Admiral Jehu Chase, who will 
leave at the end of the month for 
San Pedro, California, where he 
wilt fly his flag in the battleship 

Texas. 2 : 
Admiral Hughes has left the 
post, equiyalent to that of First 
Sea Lord,’ six weeks before the 
date arbitrarily set by law, and, 
as was inevitable, this is in some 
quarters ascribed to his unwill- 
ingness even temporarily to ac- 


cept responsibility for the econo-. 
‘mies in naval expenditure desired 


by the administration... The 
round figure of $30,000,000 
(£6,000,000) is mentioned as the 
‘ecanomy mark which the Navy 
Department’ must aim at and 
there is once more talk—which 
will arouse the politicilans—of the 
“laying up” of a number of navy 
yards. However this may be, 
the next two months must see the. 
preparation. by the Department 
of the programme df new co: 
struction necessitated and. ci 
éumscribed by the London 
Treaty, and it is by all means 
desirable that Admiral Pratt, who 
will bear a heavy share ‘ of tho 
responsibility therefor, should be 
given the necessary authority at 
the earliest moment. . 
’ The forecasts already publish- 
ed of the nature of the new pro- 
gramme are, of course, purely 
speculative. The division;of opin- 
ion in the Navy as to the relative 
merits of 8 in. and 6 in. gun 
cruisers, which was exhibited, 
during and after the London Con- 
ference and exploited in the Sen- 
ate, has lifted a technical ques- 
tion to the rank of a first-class 
newspaper story, and has brought 
to Admiral Pratt as principal de- 
fender of the 6in. type a publicity 
deeply distasteful. to him. ' The

Exhaustive Tests in 
: Java. 


INTERESTING NG DISCOVERY. 
|| M. Hendrick Demuth, an officer 
gn board the 6.8, Sibajak, who for 
many. years has carried on experi- 
ments In acclimatising - European 
fish in the tropics, arrived in 
Colombo recently. - 

About four years ago, Mu. Demuth 
began his' tests by taking with him 
on his voyage varietiea of European 
fish including four. carp ‘and four. 
trench, .Two of each kind reached 
Javea and were lodged in: the zoo at 
Socrabaya.. Other shipments of 
the samie variety followed and now 


’ Tearp and-trench reaching a welght, 


of seven to fourteen pounds each 
wore swimming about.in ponds 
which are kept artifclally cool, 
These fish, M. Demuth continued, 
grew much faster in the hot climate 
of Java than in Holland where it 


‘| took about six to ten years to attain 


the same weight. Some time later 
M. Demuth started. to transport 
trot to Java but this proved un-. 
successful. He then took 5,000 trout 
eggs carefully placed on litter 
frames covered with ailky material. 
These frames were put in a little 
box regularly mofsténed with {ce 
water of a temperature of 5 degrees 
Centigrade. The fishes, on their 
arrival in‘ Java, wore taken. Into 
custody by the Government Inspec- 
tor of Inland Fisherles and by train 
and automobile they were carried 
as fast as possible to their destina- 
tion at Poenten. Seventeen. trout 
were thus ralsed. 

M. Demuth observed that these 
fishes had attained a length of 
about 8 centimetres growing twice 
ag fast as in Holland. As trout 
‘Increase streams in Java will be 
populated with this. fish within a. 
few years’ time, M. Demuth thinks 
that apart. from the general inter-, 
est in.the transportation of fist 
from temperate climates to the 
tropics, there js ‘un economic value 
attached to his experiments as 
salmon easily fetches two dollars a 
pound in Java,—Ceylon Observer.

PLUMBING SYSTEM OF 
PACIFIC OCEAN. 


Where Does s Circulating 
Water Come From 0s 


Berkeley, ( Calif, Oct. 4.” 

Just where the Pacific Ocean 
gets its water supply, and even 
an ocean has what might be call- 
ed a glorified plumbing system, 
is somewhat of a mystery, to men, 
of science. . 

While the source of the Atlan- 
tic and the Indian oceans is. well 
defined, according to Assistant 
Prof. E. G. Moberg, of the Scripps 
Institution of Oceanography, the 
water circulation -of the’ Pacific 
might be described as unique 
among ‘oceans. 

Speaking before the Autumn 
meeting of the National Academy 
of Sciences at the University of 
California, Prof. Moberg reported 
the findings made by the non- 
magnetic ship “Carnegie,” before 
its destruction by fire at Pago 
Pago in 1929," 

‘The ‘source: of the water, Prof. 
Moberg explained, is determined 
by tests based upon temperatures, 
oxygen content,’ salinity and 
other qualities, which Jed to the 
discovery that the Atlantic de- 
rives‘most of its deep water 
through a- gradual sinking in the 
north’: central part of surface 
water. | ‘ : 

Comparison With Atlantic, 
‘The Atlantic, as well as .the 
Indian ocean, also derives con- 
siderable water from the Antarc- 
tic ocean, the supply moving 
northward in two layers, one at 
the bottom and the, other at a 
depth of about 100 ‘metres. 
was believed that.. the Pacific 
would reveal the same conditions, 

Prof. Moberg . said, however; 
that.on-the.basia of data’ gather- 
ed by the “Carnegie” it was 
determined that there is little 
sinking ‘of surface water. Also 
because of rélatively high tem- 
peratures at great depths it was 
found that no appreciable amount 
of. water is circulating through 
the Pacific from the. Antartic, | 

The theory was further streng- 
thened when it. was disclosed that 
the deep water of both the north 


and south Pacific’ has a remark- 
ably low oxygen, content which 


would not be, the case if there 
was: surface circulation or water 


‘|from .the Antarctic by a “direct 


route. 

On this basis, Prof. Moberg 
said it was concluded that the 
circulating water’ of the’ Pacific 
comes from somewhere south of 
Australia, out of the indian 
Ocean.—United Press.

According to current ‘reports, 
says a mail week paper, a deter- 
mined attempt-is to be made in 
the near future to undermine the 
National ‘Mark canning scheme. 

Opponents of the scheme have, 
it is stated, arranged to put can- 
ned fruit and peas on the market 
at a low rate ,with the intention 
of undercutting National Mark 
produce, and compelling the Na- 
tional Mark producers to sell at 
un uneconomic price. ‘ 

The fruit used by these. oppon- 
ents will, in all probability, be 
“dumped” Russian and Dutch 
produce, In any event it will not 
be produced under the conditions 
laid down by the Government 
under the National Mark, nor will 
the canners have been*subject to 
Government supervision. Z 

Care, ‘therefore, should be 
taken when purchasing British 
lcanned fruit or peas, to see that 
the National Mark ig on the pack- 
nage.. Goods marked “British 
Canned Fruit” may mean foreign 
fruit canned in Britain; the label 
“Canned British Fruit’ implies 
that the fruit. is genuinely home 
grown, \ soe : 

Meanwhile - the Ministry of 
Agriculture are proceeding with 
their programme of establishing 
the National Mark by an inten 
give advertising campaign. La

In the case of National Mark 
apples and pears, the demand has 
been so great. this year that 
growers have been almost unpre- 
pared to meet it, especially in the 
North of England.
